and talked freely concerning the a t­ 
tempt on Roosevelt’s life. 
The shooting was the resist of a 
carefully laid plan by Schrank which 
wTas often frustrated but in which he 
finally succeeded, according to his 
story. 
According *o his story, he formerly

He accordingly 
went to Charleston, and upon his a r ­ 
rival there had $300 left. 
Ho left a 
bag at the Moseley house in that city, 
which contained besides the I ox In 
which the revolver he had purchased 
had been packed, a deed to property 
at Eighty-first street in New York 
worth $25,000 and his naturalization 
papers. That bag is there now. 
Followed on Colonel’s Trail. 
Not being able to carry out his 
plan in Charleston, he proceeded to 
Atlanta, Ga., then 
to 
Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and from there to Evansville 
and Indianapolis, Ind., and to Chi­ 
cago. 
In each one of tbeso Cities he 
tried to shoot Roosevelt,.but was un­ 
able to waylay him.

Mrs. Roosevelt Is Told. 
New

Roosevelt were Tead 
to him, hurriedly dispatched messen­ 
gers to a theater, which Mrs, Roose­ 
velt was attending last night, tv give 
her the news of the attempted assas­ 
sination before she might he shocked 
by hearing the news read from the 
stage. 
Mr. Perkins assured her of the fact 
that the dispatches agreed that the 
colonel was not seriously wounded, 
and urged her not to be alarmed. 
At about 10:30 o’clock she left the 
theater and went to the hotel.

was joined there bv Theodore Roose­ 
velt. Jr.. who had got a message at 
his home. 
Mrs. Roosevelt hasn’t de­ 
cided whether she will go to Chicago. 
Story of the Shooting. 
George W. Perkins las* night re­ 
ceived tho fellowing message from 
O. K. Davis, one of Col. Roosevelt’s 
party: 
“As Col. Roosevelt left the hotel to 
start to the ball, as he was about to 
enter his auto, a man sprang forward 
and shot him in the right side. 
Al­ 
bert Martin, stenographer 
for 
our 
party, throttled the man be’ore he 
could fire tho second time. The colo- 
nel is not seriously hurt. 
Ho stood 
in tho auto and directed the police­ 
men in the arrest of the would-be 
assassin, whose name we haze not 
learned. 
The colonel 
insisted 
on 
coming to the hall and going through 
at least a portion of his speech. 
“Dr. Terrell, with Dr. Eatt.on, of 
Milwaukee, and two or three other 
surgeons, examined the hurt.

“ He drew his manuscript frrm his 
coat pocket and it was then seen that 
the bullet had gone directly through 
it. 
This fact probably saved his life.

Be assured it is 
not a serious wound. 
Give all assur­ 
ances to Mrs. Roosevelt. Immediately 
after the speech the wound will he 
thoroughly examined and the bullet 
probably extracted.”

We have come again to the time of 
the year when the people of Israel, 
under tho Mosaic arrangement, be­ 
gan their civil year. When God called 
them as a na ion out of Egypt it was 
under the provision that He would 
make a covenant with them through 
Moses. 
That Covenant was that if 
they would keep the Divine Law they 
should lie released 
from 
all 
con­ 
demnation and have everlasting life. 
The alternative, failure, mean1: pun­ 
ishment with death. 
If they 
obey the law they should 
live everlastingly, bul be qualified to 
be 
Abraham’s 
specially 
promised 
seed, througn w hom all nations would 
be inducted into the keeping of the 
Law* and into the attainment of ever­ 
lasting life. 
But God foreknew' that they could 
not keep His Law because they, like 
the remainder of the race, were im­ 
perfect through the fall and God’s 
Law' is the measure 
of 
a 
jerfect 
man’s ability. 
“Thou shalt love. the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy aleng th, and with all thy 
soul, and witn all thy mind;' anil thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.'* 
Surely none but a perfect man could 
fully 
live 
*ap 
to this requ’rcinent. 
Hence the Israelites continued to die 
the same as other people, notwith­ 
standing their law' covenant. 
But God, foreknowing their inability 
to keep this law, arranged tor their 
continuance til His favor undo: that 
covenant by reviving it every ; ear on 
the tenth day of the seventh month, 
the Day of Atonement. 
On that day 
the year of their favor and relation­ 
ship to God terminated. 


Let Us Examine the Type. 
.Before looking for the antitype, let 
us understand the type. The sacrifice 
for sins occurred 
on 
the 
Day 
ol 
Atonement, 
and 
consisted of two 
parts: First, a bullock was slain and 
its blood sprinkled in the Most Holy, 
and through it Atonement offered for 
the sins of the priestly triba only; 
then the high priest took his second­ 
ary offering, a consecrated goat, and 
treated it as he had treated the bul­ 
lock. And its blood subsequently was 
sprinkled in the Most Holy, “on be­ 
half of all the people,” a1 the re­ 
maining tribes of Israel. 
Why were thdpo animals killed? 
W hat is the thought which lies be 
Jiind the death of an animal? 
What 
lesson did God wish to teach in type? 
The condemnation on the Israelites 
for tlio viol&Hon of the Mosaic Law 
was not a sentence to eternal tor­ 
ment, nor to Purgatory, but a death 
sentence. 
This is clearly stated 
By 
Divine commandment the people were 
called up between Mt. Ebal awd Mt. 
Gerizim, and God's la w was read in 
their bearing. Certain blessings were 
read, which were to be rewards of 
obedience. 
Contrawise, curses were 
read, which were to be the penalty 
for violation of that I#aw.

Becker’s fear that Rosenthals ex­ 
posures would stop the flow of graft 
j and would drive him from the police 
•department that prompted tin kill- 
! ing, but Justice Goff held that there 
was no evidence to show that Ro­ 
senthal knew that Becker was de­ 
positing larg' sums secured by blaek- 
mailng gamblers. 
Becker an i his lawyers, together 
with .Mrs. Becker, were immensely 
pleased over the decision. 
They had 
been afraid of the effect u rm the 
jury of unimpeachable evidence that 
lie lieutenant had been depositing 
thousands of dollars every month of 
bis association with Jack Rosa. Mrs. 
Becker was obviously relieved 
She 
smiled for about the first time since 
the case began. 
This victory by the defense brought 
up an interesting point—will Beck­ 
er’s lawyers permit him to go on the 
witness stand and testify in his own 
defense? 
John F McIntyre said last 
night that Becker is eager to testify 
aud that he may be allowed to have 
I his way, but that no definite decision 
had been reached. There was a pos­ 
sibility that with Becker on the stand 
the district attorney, privileged on 
cross-examinaiion to go ufo Becker’s 
whole life, might find some way to 
get into evidence the records of the 
bank accounts and to bring out other 
damaging facts. 
This morning John AY. Hart, for 
the defense, made the opening ad­ 
dress to the jury. 
The defense ex­ 
pects to show* that Becker is the vic­ 
tim of a gamblers* conspiracy." 
Former District Attorney W ’lliam 
Travers Jerome will be an early wit­ 
ness for the defense, but m ore of a 
witness for Mr. Hart than for the 
man accused of murder.

cution put about forty witnesses on 
the stand. 
The defense expects to 
have about an equal number. 
Save only for the failure to >3et the 
bank accounts in evidence and for 
the discrediting by McIntyre of one 
of the witnesses against Beche \ the 
case of the state went forward ef­ 
fectively and convincingly.
